uable p>crs of property on the pub- 
lic square. 
It is reported that sev- 


eral offers have been made recently 
for the property, and it is claimed

From Tower of Notre

HURTLED FOR 189 FEET 


Through Space Falling at 


Feet of Passersby in the 


Glove Market at Ant* 


werp, Belgium. 


Antwerp, April 26—A youth IS 


\ears old and a li«-year-old §irl were 
the principal 
characters in a love 


tragedy enacted here yesterday. Arm. 
in arm they climbed to the clock gal- 
lery in the tower of the Xotre Dame 
Cathedral, and from a height of ISO 
feet leaped in:o si'ace, failing at the 
feet of passersby. 


Every bone in the bodies of the 


boy and his companion was broken. 
As they hurled through the air sev- 
eral men and women -A ho witnessed 
the sight fainted. 


According to the police, the leap 


from the church tower w-as in ac- 
cordance with a premeditated double 
suicide pac'_ 


The tragedy occurred 
at a time 


when the glove marKet in front of 
the cathedral was thronged with pe- 
destrians, a large number of whom 
stood transfixed, helpless witnesses of 
every phase of the drama. 


The youth and the 
maiden had 


purchased from the por*er at the en- 
trance door tickets of admission to 
visit, the tower, from which a \vide 
view is possible. The porter noticed 
nothing unusual in their demeanor 
as he escorted 
the couple to the 


stairway and saw them start to 
climb the flight of 622 steps leading 
to the ton gallery. 


That the aer of the lovers was pre- 


meditated is shown by t.he fact that 
they had placed five letters, one ad- 
dressed to the police commissary and 
the others to various relatives, where 
they easily could be seen by visitors 
to the tower. 


Entering the 
clock gallery, the 


Couple climbed upon the stone bal- 
ustrade. 
"With hands 
clasped they 


poised themselves for a. moment and 
then leaped dow-nward into the glove 
market striking the flags close to the 
historic MaVys 
fountain. 
Ambu- 


lances were summoned but the sur- 
geons declared that the lovers had 
died instantly. 


The letters found 
in the 
tower 


show that the youth was Elie \Val- 
kow and that liis hime was in this 
cirv. 
Thf girl has not as yet been, 


identified. The lepers it is declared, 
stated that 
the young couple had 


been driven to their death because of 
a lo\e affair.
